I n d i a n a p o l i s (Ind.), September U , isss. 
JJijii. M. M. Estee atid others, Committee —Gen­ 
tlem en : When your cc.mmittee visited me on 
the it li of July last, end presented the official an­ 
nouncement of my nomination for the Presi­ 
dency of the I’nitcd States by the Republican 
Nationul Convention. I promised to as soon as 
practicable, communicate to you a more formal 
acceptance of the nomination. Since that time 
the work of receiving and addressing, almost 
daily, large delegations of my fellow-cRizens, 
has not only occupied all of my time, but has in 
some measure rendered it unneces'ury for me to 
use this letter as the medium of communicating 
to the public my views on the questions In­ 
volved in the campaign. 
1 appreciate vcrv 
highly the conltdeuce 
and 
respect 
m ani­ 
fested by the Convention, and accept the 
nomination 
with 
a 
feeling 
of gratitude 
and a full 
sense 
of the 
responsibilities 
which accompany it. It is a m atter ol eongrat- 
ulat on that the declarations of the Chicago 
Convention upon the questions that now attract 
the interest of our people are so clear and em ­ 
phatic. There is lurther cause of congratula­ 
tion in the fact that the Convention utterances 
of the Democratic party—if in any degree un­ 
certain and contradictor,-—can now Ire jud-cd 
and interpreted by the Executive’s acts and 
messages, and by definite propositions in legisla­ 
tion. This is especially true of what is popu­ 
larly known as 


THK TARIFF qCESTION. 
The issue cannot Ire obscured. It Is not a con­ 
test between schedules, but between wlde-apart 
principles. 
Foreign competitors in our market 
have, with quick instinct, seen how one issue 
of this contest may bring them advantage, and 
our own people are not so dull as to mi-s or ne­ 
glect the grave interests that are involved for 
them. The assault upon our protective svstem 
is opeu and dcliant. rrotectiou is msailcd as 
unconstitutional in Inw, and those who hold 
such views sincerely cannot stop short of an ab 
solute elimination from our tariff laws of the 
principle of protection. The Mills hill is only a 
step, but it is toward an object that the leaders 
of the Democratic party, through the aid of leg­ 
islation, have clearly in mind. The important 
question is not so much the length of the step as 
the direction of it. 


PRACTICA I. rp.EE TRADE. 
Judged by the Executive’s message of De­ 
cember last, by the Mills bid, by the debates in 
Congress, and by the St. Louis platform, the 
Democratic party will, if supported by the conn- 
try, place the tariff laws upon a purely revenue 
basis. This is practical free trade in the Eng'.Dh 
sense. The legend upon their banner may not 
be “Free Trade ’—it may be the more obtenre 
motto, “Tariff Refoim;' but neither the banner 
nor the inscription is conclusive, nor Indeed 
very important. The assault itself is the Im­ 
portant fact. Those who tte.cli that an import 
duty 111011 all foreign goods sold in our market 
is paid by the consumer, and that the prices of 
domestic competing articles are enhanced to 
the amount ot the dutv oil imported articles- 
that every' million of dollars collected for cus-’ 
tom duties repusent many millions more 
which do not reach I he Treasury, but are paid 
by our citizens as the increased cost of domestic 
productions, resulting from the tariff laws 
may not intend to discredit in the minds of 
others our system ol levying duties on com­ 
peting foreign products, but it is clearlvalreadr 
dlscredited iu their own. We cannot doubt, 
without Impugning their integrity, that if free 
to act upon their convictions they would so re­ 
vise our laws as to lay the burden of customs 
revenues upon articles tbut are produced in this 
country and to place upon tut- tree list com­ 
peting foreign articles. I do not stop to refute 
thistbeory as to the effect of our duties. ’1 hose 
who advance it are students of maxims, and 
not markets. They may be safely allowed to 
calltheir project “ tariff' refoim,’ if people un­ 
derstand that in the end the argument compels 
free trade in ail competing products. 
This end 
may not be reached abruptly, and its approach, 
may be accompanied wltn some expressions of 
sympathy fot our protected industries and out­ 
working people, but it will certainly come ii 
these early step.- do not mouse the people to ef­ 
fective resistance. The Republican party holds 
that protective tariff is 


CONSTITUTIONAL, 
WHOLESOME AND NECESSARY. 
We do not offer a fixed schedule, but a princi­ 
ple. Wo wilt revise the schedule and modify 
the rates, but always with an intelligent provis­ 
ion a.- to tlie effect ujion domestic production 
and the wages of our working people. Wo be­ 
lieve it to be one of the worthy objects of tariff 
legislation to preserve the American m arket for 
American producéis and to m aintain the Amer­ 
ican scale of wages by adequate discrim inating 
duties upon foreign competing products. The 
effect of lower rates and larger importations 
upon public revenue is contingent and doubt­ 
ful, but not so the effect upon American pro­ 
duction aud Ana rieau wages. I.ess work and 
lower wages must be accepted as the iuev¡tarde 
result of an increased offering of foreign goods 
Lt our m arket. 
IMPORTANT TO WORKINOMEN. 
By way of recompense for this reduction in 
his wages and the loss of the American market, 
it is suggested that the diminished wages of 
workingmen will have an undimirdshed pur­ 
chasing power, and that he will be able to make 
up for the loss of the home market by an en­ 
larged foreign'“ arket. Our workingmen have 
the settlement of the question in their o-.vn 
bauds. They now ob u in higher wages and 
live more comfortably than those of any other 
country. Thev will make their choice between 
the substantial advantages they have iu hand 
and the defective promises and forecasts of 
those theorizing reformers 
They will decide 
for themselves and for the country whether the 
protective system shall be continued or de­ 
stroyed. 
The fact of a Treasury surplus—the amount 
of which is variously stated—has directed pub­ 
lic attention to the consideration of methods bv 
winch th e natkKMlincomc may best be reduced 
to t»*e lm ! uf a wise &cd n&e&ftrr ocpsnfli- 
tuiO. This condition has buen seized upon bv 
those who are hostile to the protective custom 
duties as an advantageous ease of attack upon 
our tariff- laws. 
They have magnified and 
nursed tbe surplus (which they affect to depre­ 
cate! seemingly for the purpose of exaggerating 
an evil in order to reconcile the people to tbe 
extreme remedy they propose. 
A PROPER REDUCTION OK REVENUE 
Does not necessitate, a , 1 should not suggest, 
the abandonment or Impairment ol the pro­ 
tective system. The methods suggested by our 
Convention will not not-d to be exhausted in 
order to effect the necessary reductions. We 
are not likely to be called, 1 think, to make at 
present a choice between the surrender of our 
protective system and the entire repeal of 
the internal taxes. 
Such a contingency, in 
view of the present relation of expenditures to 
revenues, is remote. The inspection aud regu­ 
lation of the manufacture a‘nd sale of oleo­ 
margarine is im jortant, ami the revenue de­ 
rived from it is not so great that the repeal of 
the law need enter into any plan of revenue re­ 
duction. 
The surplus now in the Treasury 
should be used iu the purchase of bouds. The 
law authorize- this use of it. and if it is not 
needed for current or deficiency appropriations, 
the people -and not the banks In which it has 
been deposited—should have the advantage of 
its use by stopping tin interest upon the public, 
debt. At least those w ho needlessly hoard it 
should not be allowed to use it to increase the 
fear of a monetary stringency thus produced to 
coerce public sentiment upon other questious. 
CHEAP FORMON LABOR. 
Closely connected with the subject of the 
tariff, is that of the imiiortation of foreign 
laborers under contracts lor services to be per­ 
fum ed here. The law now in force prohibiting 
such contracts received my cordial support iu 
the Semite, and such amendments as may b,- 
found necessary effectively to deliver our work­ 
ingmen and women from the most inequitable 
form of competition will have my sincere advo­ 
cacy. Legislation prohibiting the importation 
of laborers under contract to servo here will, 
hpwevci . afford a very inadequate relief to our 
working people if the svstem of protective 
duties i- brokcu down. 
If the product s of 
American industries must compete in the Aiuer- 
icau markets without favoring duties w ith the 
products of cheap foreign labor, the t ff-ct will 
be diflVrem, if at all, only in a degree. W hether 
cheap labor is accessible on the street or over 
the sea. such competition will soon reduce 
wages hero to the level of tlio-e abroad, rind 
w htn that condition is reached we will not need 
any laws forbidding the importation of labor 
under contraer. They will have uo inducement 
to come, and the employer no inducement to 
scud for them. 
NO 1IREAT NEED o f 1 1KK.RANT-. 
In the earlier years of our history public agen­ 
cies to promote immigration were common, 
'the pioneer wanted neighbors with, 
more 
friendly instincts than the Indian, Labor was 
scarcer and fully employed, but the. day of the 
Immigration Bureau has gone by. While our 
dorrs will continue open to proper immigration, 
we do nor need to issue special invitations to 
the inhabitants of other countries to o«tno to 
our shores or to -liare our citizenship. 
Indeed, 
the necessity of tom e inspiectiou and limitation 
Is obvious. 
We should resolutely refuse to per­ 
mit foreign froveruments to send their paupers 
and ci iminals to our jtorta. 
We are also clearly 
uuder a duty to defend our civil position by ex ­ 
cluding alien races whose intiman- assimilation 
v ith our people is neither possible nor desir­ 
able. The family has been the nucleus of our 
best immigration and the home ol the most po­ 
tent assimilating foroo in our civilization. 
THK «¿RJK».TH»S TO O U IM > r 131U(GiiaTJON ARE 
MSTÍNOTJVE AV I COVCi r.SlYK. 
And are now so geweraliv accepted as such that 
the question has passed entirely beyond the 
stage of argument. The law s relating to this 
subject would, if f should be charged with their

necessary ana ;.ropierto prevent evasions o f'the 
law. and to stop further Chinese immigration, 
would also meet my approval.

Onr clvu Coinpuict is a Government by the 


majority, aud the law loses its sauetity and 
majesty when the compact is broken. T he evil 
results of election irauds do not expend them ­ 
selves ujroii the voters who are robbed of their 
rightful influence in public affairs. The indi­ 
vidual or community or party that practices or 
connives at election frauds has suffered irre­ 
parable injury, and will aooncr or later realize 
that to exchange the American system of ma­ 
jority rule for m inority control is not only un­ 
lawful aud unpatriotic, but very unsale tor 
those who promote it. The disfranchisement of 
a single legal elector by fraud or intimidation 
is u crime too great to De regarded lightly. The 
right of every" qualified elector to east oite free 
ballot, and to have it honestly counted, must 
not be questioned. Every constitutional power 
should be used to make tills right secure, 
and to punish frauds upon tlie ballot. 
Our 
colored people do not ask special legislation in 
tbeir interest, but only to oe made secure in the 
common tights of American citizenship. They 
will, however, naturally mistrust the sincerity 
ot those psriv leaders who appeal to their race 
for support only in those localities where suff­ 
rage is free and elections doubtful, and com- 
pats their disfranchisement where their votes 
would be controlling and their choice cannot be 
coerced. The nation, not less thau the State, is 
dependent for its prosperity and security upon 
the intelligence aud morality of the people. 
This common interest very easily suggested na­ 
tional aid in the establishment and entlou meat 
of schools and colleges iu the new Stales. There 
is, I belicve.at presentan exigency that calls for 
a si ¡11 more liberal and direct appropriation in 
aid of common school education by the States. 
NEW STATES, BUT SO POLYGAMY. 
The Ter itorial form of Government is a tempo­ 
rary expedient, and not a iKirrnanent civil con­ 
dition. It ls adap.ed to the exigency that sug 
gefeted it, but becomes inadequate, and even op­ 
pressive, when applied to fixed aud popular 
communities, gt-veral Territories are well abb 
to bear the burdens and discharge (he duties ot 
free commonwealths in the American Union. 
To exclude them is to deny the jnst rights of their 
people, and may well excite their indignant 
protest. No question of the lKjlitical preference 
of the people iu a Territory should close against 
them the hospitable aoor which has opened to 
two-thirds of the existing States, but admission 
should be resolutely refu-ed to any Territory a 
m ajority of whose i-copie cherish institutions 
that are repugnant to our civilization or incon­ 
sistent w ith a republican form of Government. 
TRUSTS AND MONOPOLIES. 
The dcclnraUan of the Convention against all 
combinations of capital organized in trusts or 
otherwise to control arbitrarily the condition of 
trade among our citizens, are in harmony with 
the views entertained and publicly expressed 
by me long before the assembling of the Con­ 
vention 
Ordinarily capital shares the losses of 
idleness with labor, but under the operation of 
a t rust, ih some Af its forms, the w«¿e-workers 
alone suffer the loss. While idieeapital receives 
its dividend upou the trust fund, the producers 
who refuse to join the combination are de­ 
stroyed and competition as an element of prices 
is eliminated, lt cannot be doubted that tbe 
legislative authority should and will find a 
method of dealing iairly and effectually with 
this subject. It can hardly be uecessarv for me 
to say that 1 ant heartily in sympathy with the 
decir, aiion of the Convention m..’n the sub­ 
ject of 


PENSIONS TO OUR SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 
What they gave, and what I had some oppor­ 
tunity to observe—aud, in a small measure, to 
experience—they gave ungrudgingly,

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
The law regulating appointments to classi­ 
fied 
civil 
tcrvice 
received 
my 
support 
iu 
the 
Senate 
in 
the 
belief 
that 
it 
opened the way to a much-needed reform. 1 
still think so, aud therefore cordially approve 
the clear and forcible expressions ol the Con­ 
vention upon this subject. The law should have 
the aid of a friendly interpretation aud be 
faithfully aud vigorously enforced. All appoint­ 
ments should be absolutely free from partisan 
consideration and influences. Some extensions 
of the classified list aro practicable aud desir­ 
able, aud further legislation extending the re­ 
form to other branches to which it is applicable 
would receive my approval. 
In appointments 
to every grade and department litpe-s and not 
party service should be the essential aud dis­ 
crim inating test, and fidelity and efficiency the 
only sure tenure of office. Only the interests oi 
the public service should suggest ri movals from 
office. I know the practical difficulties attend­ 
ing an attem pt to apply the spirit of civil ser­ 
vice rules to ull appointments and removals, it 
will, however, be ray purpose, if elect <1. to ad­ 
vance the reform. 
THE CAUSE OF TEMPER A NCR. 
I nottri with pleasure that the Convention 
did not omit to express its solicitude for the pro­ 
motion of virtue and temperance among our 
people. The Republican partv has alw-avs been 
friendly to everything that tended t . make the 
home life of our ¡.copie free, pure aud prosper­ 
ous. and will in the future be truer to its hidnrv 
in this respect. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
Our relations with foreign powers should be 
characterized oy friendliness aud respect. Tim 
right of our people aud of our ships ;o hospita­ 
ble treatm ent should be insisted upon with dig­ 
nity and firmness, our nation is too great— 
both iu m aterial, strength and moral power—to 
indulge in bluster or to be suspected of tim or­ 
ousness. 
Vacillation and iueoustaucy are as 
incompatible with successful diplomacy- as they 
are w ith the national dignity. We should o - 
pecially cultivate and extend onr diplomatic 
and commercial relations with the Central and 
South American States. Our fisheries should he 
fostered and protected. 
The hardships anil 
risks 
that 
are 
the 
necessary 
incidents 
of the business should not 
be 
Increased 
by 
au 
Inhospitable 
exclusion 
from 
the 
near-lying ports. The resources of a firm, dig­ 
nified and consistent diplomacy are undoubt­ 
edly equal to the prompt and peaceful solutiou 
of the difficulties that now exist. Our neigh­ 
bors will surely not expect in our ¡>orts a com­ 
mercial hospitality they deny to ils in theirs. 
CONCLUSION. 
I cannot extend this letter by a special refer­ 
ence to other subleets uuon which the Conven­ 
tion gat e an expression. In respect to tnern, 
as well as to those I have noticed. I ant in ex­ 
tire agreement with the declarations of the Con­ 
vention.

All aloug the line of m arch the streets 
were densely packed, the sight of the griz 
zled and gray boys bringing cheers, aud the 
shouts of adm iration were continuous up 
aud down the city as the veterans marched 
by. 
Tbe old soldiers them selves joined in the 
enthusiasm and heartily cheered in re­ 
sponse, especially when they passed the re­ 
viewing stand on which stood oid “Tecum- 
se h ” and others of their former leaders. 


A REALLY “ G R A N D ” ARMY. 
The parade was the most successful ever 
held by the organization. 
F or hour after 
hour the im m ense procession tiled along, 
and still it stretched into the distance so 
far that its end could not be seen.

Baltimore, O., had with it a beautiful can­ 
non made entirely of buckeyes. 
All through the procession, and espe 
cially in Ohio’s ¡'art, there were old battle- 
worn tlags which brought tears to the eyes 
of veterans and cheers from ail the ex-pris­ 
oners of war.

The bill for the allowance of certain prí­ 
vale claims, known as the “ Fourth of July 
claim s.” num bering tidG, and carrying an 
aggregate appropriation of $130,000, caused 
a long and heated political discussion, in ­ 
cluding an attack upon and defense of Pre­ 
sident Cleveland’s pension policy. 
H arris inquired of the Chairm an of the 
Committee on Claims as to another of tbe-e 
claim s bills passed by the House many 
m onths ago and referred to that committee. 
Spooner rfplied that the bill, as it came 
from the House, appropriated $155,000, but 
am endm ents had been offered to it by Sen­ 
ators, until now it aggregated $106,000. 
The Committee on Claims had referred the 
bill to him , and he had looked into several 
of the claims in the bill, as passed upon by 
the Court of Claims, and found that the 
tradings of the Court were not sustained by 
the testimony. 
The Senate then resumed c .'Usidtration 
of the Chinese exclusion bill, and was ad­ 
dressed by Stewart in favor of it. 
H e was followed by Teller, who criticised 
the m anner in which the Chinese exclusion 
bill has been introduced into and passed 
hurriedly through the House. 
It was au 
open secret that the bill originated in the 
m inds of persons not in the House, but 
outside of it. 
W hen the bill was presented 
in tbe Senate he 
waited 
to hear the 
Senator 
trom 
Alabam a 
(Morgan), 
move 
to 
refer it 
to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, and w hen that action 
was made, or, if w ithdraw n, he him self 
had been alm ost inclined from a proper re­ 
gard for decency to m ake it, but he had 
thought if the men who were supportiug 
the A dm inistration did not do so it was 
not for the Senators from the Pacific coast 
—who had been clam oring for such legisla­ 
tion—to take such action. H e had not been 
inclined to f ill into the pit prepared by the 
Democratic party. He’ had recalled the 
saying of the sweet singer of Israel, in talk­ 
ing of his en em y : “ H e had made a pit and 
digged it, and he Las fallen into the ditch 
which he made.” 
T hat had been the con­ 
dition of the Democratic party when the 
Senator from M aryland (Gorman) came to 
its rescue. 
The bill went over till to-morrow w ith­ 
out action. 
Plum b offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, requesting the President to trans­ 
m it to the Senate all correspondence con­ 
cerning the late Chinese treaty between the 
State D epartm ent and the American M in­ 
ister to China, or any other representative 
or agent of the United States iu China or 
elsewhere.

STILL HOTTER. 


T h e T h e : m o in e te r lteg lH U r» O u e D e g re e 
H ig h e r th a n on M onday.

Next, and most important of all shown, 
is Young's Improved Harvester, which can 
be seen daily in operation at Nineteenth 
and F streets, m ar the -entrance to the 
Park, This machine is drawn by a thirty 
horse-power Pitts traction engine, and cuts 
twenty feet.

Nothing is more deserving of honorable 
commendation iban honest effort towards 
breeding the live-stock of a State up to the 
be3t recognized standard of each and every 
does. 
In the older States it has long been 
a recognized fact that it costs no more to 
raíce a superior animal than it does un in­ 
ferior one, and the excess of profit of the 
former over the latter kind prompts evpry 
stock -raiser to consider with care every de­ 
tail of stocking his lands. 
Gn the other hand, in a newtv-seitled 
couatey the laud-owner ie generally glad 
to secure stock ut almost any description, 
and is then more often than not content 
for many years with such increase in quan­ 
tity as-would naturally result, but without 
reference or apparent desire to permanent 
improvement as to quality. 
But with the advent o; population and 
the narrowing of pasturage oomes a. desire 
for a 1 siter class of animals and a .conse­ 
quent education of the stock-raiser .up to 
such a standard of taste as to appreciate 
the advantages ol thorough breeding. The

V' ilh this end in view the selections far 
therioundation o f tiie herd were made wifii 
extreme care, and this is evidenced by 
every specimen of animal jiere on exhibí- j 
tion. 
At Ike bead of the herd stands the bull 
Counselor, three yeaie old the 8th of last 
May and weighing 2,289 pound?. He was 
selected when a calf from the famous 
Illinois herd of Scott A Sous, end ranks 
with the -b.st bulls iu the United 8tates, 
both as to form and breeding. .Vs a year­ 
ling he was awarded first prize at tie Cali­ 
fornia State Fair in 1SS6, and the year fol­ 
lowing a premium of $100 for the best bull 
and three calvez.

Syoe, by Counselor, 
thro Piffle of Antelope falyed'February 18, 


1887 (not for sale), is one of the finest spec­ 
imens ol the thoroughbred Shorthorn ever 
seen on exhibition. 
The influence of such stock cannot but 
help to bring about a much-to-be-hoped for 
improvement in stock breeding in the en­ 
tire northern portion of the State, and it is 
also a credit to Colusa county, which can 
lay claim to one of the finest herds of cattle 
on the coast.

A n A rtist'c Exhibit* 
It is the completeness, the harmony of 
proportion, the finish and the detail, that 
make the Huntington-Hopkins Company 
exhibit on the main floor of the Pavilion 
the center of attraction, when one sees the 
hall in the perspective of the view from 
the terrace of the upper east gallery. It is 
a surprise when one draws nearer to find 
that all the exquisite work is the result of 
tbe 
skillful combination 
of 
ordinary 
shelf and other hardware and tool goods. 
The design is that of a Venetian bridge, 
crowned by a lofty central tower, with an 
inner mirrored core showing between the 
columns, and revolving-in time with the 
beautiful dome and a whirling disk over 
all. The whole structure is about 35 feet 
long, some 15 leet in width, and is to the 
top of the dome fully 30 feet. The ends of 
the bridge with adroit design finish squarely, 
as 
if connecting 
with 
structures ou 
either side; but the approach is by two 
flights of half-winding stairways in the 
middle of Wig dcsi,;:. and upon iis west 
front. 
The prevail qg end 
underlying 
tints of the structure are gray, the conceit 
of granite being kept good by the use of 
cloth, the pointing being imitated admir­ 
ably with chalk line. So, the brickwork is 
similarly worked out with red and while, 
and the bappy conceit of tiling or tessaia- 
tiou for the floor, in gray and white. The 
bridge railing is really a series of graceful 
posts, capped by lamps, and trimmed with 
ammuniiK n shells, ‘ oat hooks, light hard­ 
ware and sheif goods in variety. It is im ­ 
possible in any brief space to do any sort 
of justice to this rarely beautiful designing 
and execution. It is the work of George 
U. Hansbrow, and shows how artistic taste 
can work out of simplest materials beauti­ 
ful structures. The “ Bridge” and “Laud­ 
ing Tower” must be seen to ba appreciated, 
and the longer it is viewed the stronger it 
grows in favor. In addition to this dis­ 
play is a supplemental one by this old 
time and historic house—tbe annals of 
which are interwoven with some of the 
most momentous events in the history ol 
the State—and is to be found in Machinery 
Hall. It consists of a house of corrugated 
iron, in which is shown all manner of 
blacksmith supplies, etc., samples of the 
iron, steel, coal, hardwood, heavy tools for 
forge, mine, shop and farm, in which the 
house deals and supplies through its vast 
trade, reaching to every section of the coast 
and to foreign shores and isles.

Each room is ap­ 
propriately furnished in tbe most beautiful 
manner. Greater excellence in workman­ 
ship it would be hard to &ni aDy where. 
Much credit is due tbe furniture estab­ 
lishment of John Breuner, as it is one of 
the most attractive displays at the Pavil­ 
ion. 
It, however, gives but a taint idea of 
the stock contained in his stores, and visit­ 
ors at the fair should by all means pay 
him a visit before returning home.
